"It is unconscionable to spend limit¬ 
ed tax dollars to provide college educa¬ 
tions for illegal aliens," stated Assembly- 
man Richard Mountjoy (R-Arcadia). 

Mountjoy’s AB 2228 which prohibits 
the expenditure of tax dollars for the 
education of illegal aliens at public col¬ 
leges and universities, was defeated today 
by the following votes: six "no" votes by 
Democrats and three "yes" votes by 
Republicans. 

"Why are illegal aliens taking preci¬ 
ous class space? Many students who are 
legal residents are finding it difficult to 
register in all the classes they need to 
graduate in four years and others are be¬ 
ing denied admission," Mountjoy added. 

Postsecondary education is one of the 
magnets attracting illegal aliens to Calif¬ 
ornia. 

"If an employer is required by the 
federal government to verify immigration 
status or face a fine, why don’t we require 
tax supported institutions to do the same?" 
Mountjoy asked. 

The estimated $5 billion California 
cost of illegal/immigration is a heavy bur¬ 
den for the tafxpayer, who sees services to 
legal residents shrinking, crime rising 
without resources to combat it, and 
schools overcrowded.

of law enforcement in Sierra Madre; 

Moe: It’s nice to have our own P.D., but it’s 
a luxury we can no longer afford. 

Joe; Whaddya talkin’...if other cities can 
have their own cops, so can we! 

Moe: Other cities have a lot more money to 
spend than we do. They have much 
bigger revenues coming in. 

Joe; So we’ll increase our re venues... get 
more business in town. 

Moe: Won’t hack it, old bean. We’re operat¬ 
ing at nearly break-even status or worse 
right now, and even if we doubled our 
business revenues it wouldn’t make a 
dent. 

Joe: Hey, I don’t want deputies or Arcadia 
cops up here. They don’t have the 
"feel" for our city. 

Moe: I know, buddy, but there are some 
pretty heavy benefits. 

Joe; Yeah, name one. 

Moe: I could name a dozen or two...but here 
are a couple. With the current P.D. if 
there is a rotten apple, it’s next to im¬ 
possible to get rid of him or her...it’s 
real easy with deputies. Right now, 
there are a couple of officers off on 
injury...the P.D. is operating at bare 
bones. If a significant lawsuit comes Joe 


down on the city involving poli’ce ac¬ 
tion, we’d have to declare bankruptcy. 

Joe: The people on the P.D. are going to 
hate it. 

Moe: Don’t be too sure. It’s a lot more mon¬ 
ey for them...better retirement...health 
benefits. Their career potential is virtu¬ 
ally unlimited. 

Joe: Do all of them get absorbed into the 
Sheriffs Department? 

Moe; Pretty much so...but if there are some 
questionable people involved they will 
track their performance and take what¬ 
ever action they have to. 

Joe: How much is involved...how much will

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Moe: Wouldn’t cost as much...could be a 
substantial savings, but more important, 
the big, unexpected things will be in¬ 
corporated into the picture.

Tliere are many things I like about being 
the children’s librarian, and one of them is the 
special treat of having schools from all over 
Sierra Madre and Pasadena visit the library. 

Some of the classes call for an appoint¬ 
ment a few weeks before they come and oth¬ 
ers set up a full school term schedule of once 
a month. Field trips to the public library have 
always been very popular for school children 
and I have noticed that more and more indiv¬ 
idual classes are visiting. I average about five 
class visits a week. 

For all first-time classes, a library visit 
consists of a tour of the library, discussion of 
what is in the library, lesson on how to ob¬ 
tain and use a library card, and how to care 
for the materials borrowed. Before they leave, 
I read a story and hand out either bookmarks 
or bookbags. 

For Preschools and Kindergarten classes 
who come on a regular basis, I will explain 
the Card Catalogue, talk about Authors and 
Illustrators, show them the location of special 


shelves ^f books they can read, and finish the 
visit with either a story, video, or flannel 
board stoi^. 

For children in first grade and older, I 
have lessori\ plans which teach them library 
skills such How to use the Microfiche 
machine, use of Reader’s Guide to Periodi¬ 
cals, how to research a paper, what is the^ 
Dewey Decimal System and how does it 
work, how to use a reference book, and many 
other skills that will enable them to use the 
library both for school and work. 

Many of the children in the upper grades 
became so familiar with the library that they 
volunteer to help either during the school year 
or lduring the Summer Reading Program. 
‘Sq^e of them have even obtained jobs as 
library pages. 

/ We also receive class visits from home 
Khools. The parents get together with other 
families who are home schooling and they 
/bring their students to the library as often as 
' they can. 

« If you are a teacher, child care provider 
’of five or more children, or a home school 
parent, give me a call at the library and set up 
kn appointment so that your students can learn 
library skills. I have also had parents plan a 
field trip for teachers on a once-a-year basis, 
t^ give the children a taste of the public li¬ 
brary system. 

\ I look forward to seeing all of you during 
the^ew Year.

Dear. Dr. Tami, 


I picked up my dog from the pound and he 
seems to have picked up kennel cough. He 
is eating okay but he hacks and coughs all 
the time. I took him to a vet and he gave me 
antibiotics and a cough suppressant. What 
is kennel cough and is there any way to 
prevent it? 

Kennel cough is an upper respiratory infec¬ 
tion that can be caused by a variety of 
bacteria or viruses. The most comfnbo 
bacteria causing this is Bordetella 
brochisentica. There is a vaccine out to 
protect against kennel cough caused by this 
particular bacteria. I would recommend 
vaccinating him once he is feeling better It 
is importwt to realize that kennel cough is 
not just picked up in shelters and boarding 
facilities. It is highly contagious and air¬ 
borne so it can be picked up anywhere 
including your backyard if a neighbor's dog 
down the street is infected.
